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New York—A Great Market-Place 


This article, which has been prepared by the Consulate 
General in New York, should be read in conjunction with the 
following articles that have already appeared in the Board of 
Trade Journal:

These are part of a series of articles on the various regions 
of the United States which will describe the potential mar- 
ket for United Kingdom goods in these areas. 


¢ EW YORK CITY is the chief centre of trade between the United 
N States and Europe and also one of the principal distributing 
points for domestic trade. This commercial importance has 
also contributed greatly to the high rank of the city in manufacturing 
industries and making New York the financial centre of the United 
States thereby rendering it easy to obtain capital for the establishment 
and extension of such industries’. Over half a century ago, in 1910, 
the census of manufactures gave this description of the City’s role. 
It applies with even more force in the City today. 

‘New York’, moreover, is not only the most populous city in the 
United States: the State of New York is the most populous, and one 
of the most prosperous, of the fifty states of the Union. 

Compared with the phenomenally rapid growth rate of some of the 
newer cities and areas of the United States, the further economic 
expansion of the New York area, already so intensively developed, 
may appear to be slow. But the increase in population and the economic 
growth of the area is in fact impressive and continuing. In the ten years 
from 1950 to 1960, the population of New York State increased 
by 134 per cent. In the same period, the index of business activity in 
the state increased by 27 per cent. factory output by 37.5 per cent. 
and retail activity by 15 per cent. This momentum shows no present 
sign of slackening. 

Endless statistics can be quoted to illustrate the above statements.

Let a few speak for themselves: 


16-8 million live in New York State. This is 9 per cent. of the total 
United States population. Of 130 cities in the United States which 
have a population of over 100,000, eight are in New York State, 
six in New Jersey and four in Connecticut. Even more important, 
one quarter of the entire United States population lives within 250 
miles of New York City. 

These people are big earners, and big spenders. New York State 
has the second highest per capita income in the United States — the 
equivalent of £972 per annum, or nearly £200 more than the national 
average. The highest per capita income in the entire country (just over 
£1,000 per annum) is that of the adjoining State of Connecticut, whose 
wealth is in large measure directly due to its proximity to New York 
City.

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The total personal income in New York, in 1960, was $48,000 million 
(or £17,000 million) — the largest of any State. (This compares with 
Britain’s gross national product in 1959 of £20,882 million.) 


The variety, volume and value of industrial output in New York 
are outstanding. More than 11 per cent. of all skilled and semi-skilled 
workers in the nation are in this State. Its manufacturing industries 
out-rank those of every other State in number of establishments, 


volume of employment, size of manufacturing pay-rolls and value 
of manufacture.

The Port of New York alone handles nearly 40 per cent. by value 
of all the water-borne trade in the United States, and employs over 
500,000 people in shipping and allied industries. Fully adequate land 
communications and installations exist to carry this traffic, and air- 
freight services in and out of the area are numerous and of growing 
importance. 

Wholesale business done in New York State runs at a figure of 
some $55,000 million per annum, and is increasing. It represents over 


one-fifth of the national total. In retail trade New York is also pre- 
eminent. 


In the light of these facts, it is difficult to overstate the importance 
of New York in almost every phase of economic activity in the United 
States. If to New York State is added New Jersey, just across the 
Hudson River, the importance of the whole area becomes even more 
impressive. New Jersey claims to rank seventh amongst all States 
in manufacturing importance, and fourth in total purchasing power. 
Its production of chemicals, instruments and related products, and 
electrical machinery is especially high. 


Importing Centre 


The picture presented above may serve to demonstrate the import- 
ance of the New York area in the economy of the United States. But 
more immediately relevant to our present purpose is to consider its 
importance to the British exporter. New York can boast an important 
range of import services and potential customers of all kinds: importers 
themselves, agents and manufacturers’ representatives, wholesalers 
and jobbers, factors, buying houses for department stores and industry 
groups, buying offices and international departments of large firms, 
marketing consultants, financial and credit houses, warehousers, 
freight forwarders, and so on. 


Let us look then in more detail at some of the opportunities to be 
found here. The first and most obvious is the concentration of import- 
ers. There are, of course, excellent importing firms in other parts of 
the United States but the long experience, scope of interest and distri- 
bution arrangements of New York firms collectively cannot be 
challenged. Many of these firms offer an effective nation-wide distri- 
bution through their established network of brokers, dealers, distri- 
butors or even direct retail outlets. Many of them have branch offices 
and warehouses in other parts of the United States. Some indeed will 


not look at any agency proposition which does not give them exclusive

British firms considering the pattern of their representation in the

We have been speaking here of the big firms of importers, whether 
general or specialized; New York is equally full of small importers. 
Many can do a very good job within a limited area, and a few have 
the contacts which enable them to cover the whole country. But 
there is always the difficulty that such firms may ask for exclusive 
country-wide rights when they cannot in fact provide this coverage. 
One of the ways in which we in the Consulate General in New York 
can help you, the exporter, is by talking frankly to these firms about 
the scope of their operations and their plans for your product and by 
sending you an assessment of the validity of their claims. (Incidentally, 
United States firms expect status inquiries to be made about them and 
directly of them; there is nothing embarrassing about it if they are 
good firms —large or small—so do authorize us to talk openly to 
them when you ask us for a report. There are just too many firms of 
actual and potential importers in New York for us to know more than 
a small proportion at first hand. We don’t like to give you second-hand 
information — and we welcome the opportunity to make new contacts 
ourselves.) 

It is of course true that New York has been an importing centre for 
so long that many of the importers and potential agents have as many 
lines already as they can handle competently. But equally, many more 
firms well set up as distributors — or even as manufacturers —in the 
domestic trade are expressing an interest in handling imported lines 
which complement their existing range. 


Buying Houses 

Both the British exporter and the New York importer of British 
products can gain much from the concentration in this city of buying 
houses for department store groups and chain stores which may well 
cover the whole country, and from the presence here of buying offices 
and international departments of many large firms whose manufactur- 
ing facilities and headquarters may be elsewhere. Of the 500 largest 
businesses in the United States, 154 have their head offices on the small 
and congested island of Manhattan and most of the others are repre- 
sented by purchasing, financial or international trade departments 
or subsidiary companies. Even when decisions have to be made 
elsewhere the easy access to representatives of such a wide field of 
American commerce and industry is a tremendous advantage. 


New York is a place where solutions to most exporters’ problems can 
be found. There is scope here for setting up a variety of somewhat 
unusual and even unorthodox arrangements if these should seem to 
be necessary to get the goods on the market. There are, for example, 
freight forwarders who will hold stocks for you and release them 
against orders. There are marketing consultants who will conduct 
pilot sales operations for you and — if these go well — will join you in 
forming own your sales company. There are firms ready to finance 
sales of capital equipment —- or anything for that matter. There are 
many consultants who, for a fee, can help you assess and solve your 
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marketing problems or can advise you on finding or placing products 
for manufacture under licence. And If you want expert personal 
advice on a given industry there are some 950 trade and professional 
associations (nearly half the total for the whole country) who have 
their headquarters in New York; apart from the knowledgeable and 
often very helpful editors of trade publications. 


The area around New York is also a regional market. The intensive 
development of industry and its divers.ty provides a ready market for 
a very wide range of machinery, components, materials and techniques. 
For example, one may not think of New York as an oil-producing 
area, but there are 20,000 oil wells in production in the state; one may 
not think of it as a major timber area, but the State has 144 million 
acres of forestry land and holds first place in the manufacture of 
wood pulp, paper and paper products. 

There is no ideal pattern applicable to all commodities for the 
increased sale of British products in the United States. So much 
depends on the established distribution pattern in each particular 
trade, on the supplies which the exporter can make available to the 
United States market and, above all, on the size and capacity of the 
United States firms which may be interested in importing your product. 
But in rightly paying attention to the new and expanding markets 
elsewhere in the United States, do not overlook the opportunities in 
New York, and do not forget that both we of the British-American 
Chamber of Commerce and the Trade Center are here to help you 
make the most of these opportunities. The Office of the North American 
Representative of the Export Guarantee Department is also situated 
in the Consulate-General. 


We in the Consulate-General see many British business visitors, 
but many more pass through New York without calling on us. It is, 
after all, the traditional port of entry for passengers as for goods 
from Britain. Do call on us at the Consulate-General if you have the 
time when you are passing through, even if you do not want our help. 
We can learn a lot from you and your experiences in the market 
which may in turn assist us to give more competent advice to other 
firms who want to develop exports to this country (but we will of 
course respect your confidences). And we may often be able to suggest 
a lead which is new to you. 


The area for which we in the Consulate-General in New York are 
directly responsible consists of New York State, Connecticut and the 
northern half of New Jersey. We have a large commercial department. 
We are not specialists in particular trades but we have good contact 
in most fields to whom we can turn for expert advice. And in New 
York we can nearly always find some well-informed and well-disposed 
expert in almost any field. We are ready to help you assess the market, 
and to help you place your goods in it. Unless there are special reasons 
of climate, localized industrial applications etc., if your goods can be 
sold here they will probably sell anywhere in the United States, for 
this is an exacting, highly competitive and highly sophisticated market. 
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British Manufacturers must compete in 
Product Design

‘IT IS A COMMONPLACE that British industry faces growing com- 
petition in world markets and that this presents the whole country 
with a considerable challenge’ said Mr. Frederick Erroll, President of 
the Board of Trade, at the opening of the Society of Industrial Artists’ 
Exhibition at De La Rue House, Regent Street, London, W.1, on 
October 30. ‘We have long recognized that price and quality are key 
factors in selling our products to the world, and this remains as true 
now as it ever was. But more and more we are realizing that there are a 
number of other factors which we must remember, and among them 
are two of particular interest in connection with this exhibition — 
design and marketing. Many British manufacturers now realize that 
they will have to compete in product design in the same way as they have 
to compete in price and quality. 

‘As to marketing, we are realizing equally that vigorous and efficient 
selling is not just a frill on the prime job of production but a way of 
enlarging the sale of the product or of introducing a new or improved 
product, and that this itself can open the way to big economies in 
production. The marketing man and the back room boy, however 
much popular conviction may suggest that they are natural opponents, 
must tn fact be allies. Many scientific and technological advances 
cannot be made until production is on a sufficient scale to support 
them or without some change in a buyer’s methods, habits or attitudes. 
And it is of course a marketing job to secure such changes.” 


Opportunities in Malaya for Britain 


MR. FREDERICK ERROLL, President of the Board of Trade, speaking at 
the Malayan Commercial Association lunch on October 25, said that 
during his visit to Malaya he had been particularly impressed with 
the energetic execution of rural development plans. He thought that 
there were probably good opportunities there for British trade. ‘I 
think if firms have not already done so, they should study closely the 
plans for this rural development’ he added. 

The President emphasized that because Britain had had the lion’s 
share of the Malayan market in the past, it would be entirely wrong to 
sit back and say that we were bound to get it in the future. Other 
countries saw splendid opportunities in Malaya and were quick to 
take advantage of them. 

Mr. Erroll said that all the detailed information which he had 
gathered during his recent tour of South East Asia, was being indexed 
in the Export Services Branch of the Board of Trade. It would be 
available to anyone who was interested, and he hoped the Malayan 
Commercial Association would make as much use as they could of the 
Board of Trade and its services. 


Commonwealth Prospects 


Mr. NIALL MACPHERSON, Parliamentary Secretary, Board of Trade, 
addressed the Spen Valley Chamber of Commerce on October 27, on 
the Commonwealth’s prospects as members of the Common Market. 
He said that Britain’s aim was to associate Commonwealth countries, 
perhaps in different ways, with the European Economic Community, 
or to secure arrangements which would safeguard their essential trade 
interests. There were precedents: “Tunis and Morocco are neither 
members nor associate members of E.E.C. Yet their exports continue 
to enjoy the advantages which they possessed in the French market 
before the Treaty of Rome. The Treaty also provides for the free entry 
of goods into the Common Market from the countries and territories 
closely associated with individual members of the community. And the 
Treaty also provides for non-member countries to make treaties of 
association with E.E.C. 

‘That there will be an initial shock when we join cannot be denied or 
avoided. Indeed one of the main arguments for not deferring applica- 
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Prove Your Own Competitiveness 


—Minister of State 


SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Minister of State, Board of Trade, speaking 
at the annual dinner of the British Chemical Plant Manufacturers’ 
Association at Grosvenor House, London, on October 25, gave his 
first impressions as Minister of State at the Board of Trade. and 
emphasized that he was not talking about the chemical plant manu- 
facturers in particular when he said: “We have to make our living in a 
tough and competitive world. It is getting more tough and more com- 
petitive each day. There is no permanent shelter at home. In most 
lines if you can’t sell your product abroad you soon will not be able to 
sell it at home either. This is true for two reasons. First, because if 
we don’t as a nation export enough, the Government will have to 
reduce, not just steady, home demand. Secondly, because as tariffs 
come down — as they will do whether we go into Europe or not — over- 
seas producers will beat the non-competitive firm on its home ground. 
So the moral is to prove your own competitiveness and to increase 
your own profits and to spread your own overheads by selling abroad. 
Only this way will you protect your home market. 


Later in his speech Sir Keith Joseph said: ‘Almost every day 
the papers carry letters suggesting some relief from profits tax for 
exporting firms. The Government has obviously carefully con- 
sidered this proposal, but it undoubtedly would break international 
agreements. Other countries, particularly Germany, which did give 
an incentive of this kind to exporters, have by agreement with us, 
abandoned it. More generally, we do not want to start on a course 
which other countries would undoubtedly follow, and from which 
we might lose more than we could ever hope to gain.’ 


The Minister of State visited Greenock on October 30 as part of 
the export campaign. In the morning he visited the factory of John 
Hastie & Co. Ltd., specialist manufacturers of ships’ steering gear, 
who export a high proportion of their output. 


Later he was the guest of the Greenock Chamber of Commerce 
and Manufactures at luncheon where he discussed the export situation 
with the Greenock Export Group. 


President Sees Chairman of Cotton Board 


LORD ROCHDALE, the Chairman of the Cotton Board, paid a first 
call on Mr. Frederick Erroll, President of the Board of Trade, on 
October 26, since the latter’s appointment to this Office, in order to 
acquaint him with the problems and prospects of the cotton industry. 


Lord Rochdale suggested that it would be useful if the President 
could visit Manchester, in order to meet the various sections of the 
industry, and the President agreed to do this on December 8.

tion for membership longer is that already the Six have reduced 
industrial tariffs between each other by 30 per cent. and brought 
their tariffs against other countries nearer towards the ultimate 
Common Tariff by 30 per cent. Moreover, since less progress has 
been made so far in establishing a common market for agricultural 
products, if we enter now we should be able to play our part in the 
formation of future agricultural policy rather than have to accept 
a ready made policy. 

‘There is one thing that is worth adding on this subject. In presenting 
our application to the E.E.C. Mr. Heath made a great impression by 
his frankness.

Visit to Britain of Professor G. N. Pezopoulos, of the 
Greek Public Power Corporation 


PROFESSOR G. N. PEZOPOULOS, General Manager and Director of 
the Greek Public Power Corporation, is in Britain this week at the 
invitation of the Board of Trade. He is visiting factories, including 
electric power equipment and diesel engines, as well as a power station, 
and his tour is taking him to the Midlands, Lancashire, Lincolnshire, 
Yorkshire and Tyneside. 

Electricity generation in Greece is entrusted initially to the Public 
Power Corporation. Its plans include the expansion of generating 
capacity from the 1959 level of 489,000 kilowatts to a total of over 
1,030,000 kilowatts by 1965. Both hydro-electric and thermal! plants 
are included in this development, the thermal power being based on 
lignite. The planned investment in plants of both sorts will have 
exceeded £60 million during the 1959-65 period. 


The expansion of electric power supply is part of Greece’s Five-Year 
Plan for 1960-64. This Plan also covers development of irrigation, 
increased agricultural production, improved preparation and mar- 
keting of agricultural produce, and development of basic and other 
manufacturing industries. 


B.T.H.A. Chairman’s Visit to North America 


SIR WILLIAM MABANE, Chairman of the British Travel and Holidays 
Association, sailed in the Queen Elizabeth on October 26, for a three- 
week fact-finding tour of North America. 

He will visit New York, Washington, Chicago, Philadelphia and 
Toronto, studying the overall effect of the Association’s ‘Come to 
Britain’ campaign and seeking new methods by which North Americans 
can be encouraged to visit this country. Last month Sir William 
announced that tourist traffic from the United States had risen by 
234 per cent. in the ten-year period 1950 to 1960.

Co-operation between Government and Industry 
in Aiding Developing Countries 


MR. DENNIS VOSPER, Secretary for Technical Co-operation, speak- 
ing at the British Institute of Management Conference at Torquay 
on October 26, said that the theme of the conference was concerned 
with the period of rapid technical, social and economic change in which 
we were now living. ‘I am glad of this,’ he continued, “because there are 
still some people who cannot or will not see that we are in the midst 
of what is probably the most rapid change this country has ever faced. 
My new Department, the Department of Technical Co-operation, is 
one of the products of this change. The decision to create a separate 
Department recognizes the importance that co-operation between the 
developed and the developing countries is about to play in the world’s 
affairs. 

‘To this audience, perhaps, I do not need to stress the gap between 
the developed and the developing countries. As an example, whereas 
the national income of this country in 1959 was £370 per head, in 
Tanganyika — a country which is becoming independent in six weeks’ 
time —it was only £20 per head. The enormous gap has tended to 
increase in recent years rather than to decrease. This is because our 
own rate of technological advance in recent years has been very rapid, 
whereas the growth of population in under-developed countries on the 
other hand has often overtaken their more limited advance. We must 
remember, too, that there are roughly 25 developed countries in the 
world, most of them in the West, whereas there are some 80 developing 
countries containing the bulk of the world’s population. 

‘It ‘is very much in our interests that under-developed countries 
should be prosperous and that their economies should move forward 
to the point of economic take-off. We are anxious to buy the things 
which these countries produce, and we are anxious to sell them our 
exports both capital and consumer goods. Increased trade will be to the 
interest of both sides and of the world at large. Development therefore 
is not only a moral obligation, it is also solid good sense.’ 


N.U.M. will be N.A.B.M. 


THE NATIONAL UNION OF MANUFACTURERS will, from Novem- 
ber 15 next, be called The National Association of British Manufac- 
turers. This was announced at the N.A.B.M. headquarters, 6 Holborn 
Viaduct, London, E.C.1, on October 25, by the President, Colonel 
E. R. Mayer, and the Director, Mr. H. J. Gray. Colonel Mayer said 
that the prime reason for the change of name was the prospect of 
Britain joining the Common Market. He went on: ‘We naturally accept 
that the future economy and industry of this country are going to be 
very largely involved with that of Europe and we hope to have very 
intimate contact with our friends and opposite numbers in the European 
countries. We consider in these circumstances that it is essential that 
our name should be free of ambiguity and should be recognized at 
once both at home and overseas for what it, in fact, stands for, namely 
an Association of British Manufacturers.” 





Double Taxation Report 


One of the last reports issued by O.E.E.C. before it was reconstituted 
O.E.C.D., was the Fourth Report of the Fiscal Committee, entitled ‘The 
Elimination of Double Taxation’. It contains a further set of six Articles 
which the Council of the O.E.E.C. recommended the Member countries 
last July to adopt in the double taxation Conventions applying between 
them, together with detailed commentaries concerning the interpreta- 
tion and application of those Articles.

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E.C.G.D. Business in Third Quarter 1961 


Business declared under E.C.G.D. ‘commercial’ insurance during 
the third quarter of 1961 was, at £190-5 million, a record for this 
quarter, compared with £180-2 million in the same quarter last year, 
and £1-3 million higher than that for the previous quarter. 

Both the number and value of Comprehensive policies increased 
during the quarter, showing an increase over the past twelve months 
of some 20 per cent. by value from £699-3 million to £835-4 million, 
and in number by 605 policies. During the quarter nine new Compre- 
hensive policies were issued for individual annual export turnovers in 
excess of £1 million. 


Specific policies were issued during the quarter for business to a 
value of £27-1 million, including nuclear power plant (£5-5 million), 
conventional power plants (£8-2 million) vehicle assembly plant 
(£2-3 million), chemical plant (£1-4 million), and a cargo vessel (ship 
mortgage cover) (£1-1 million). One claim paid during the quarter 
amounted to £314,000, in respect of default on a project in the Middle 
East. 


Not included in the above figures are the 446 ‘Small Exporter’ 
policies sold since their introduction in April, under which cover for 
£638,000 has already been allocated. Under the Financial Guarantee 
facility (also announced in April) cover has been agreed in principle 
on five projects valued at about £69 million with loan values totalling 
some £53 million. 


Formal Quarterly Statement 


The Export Credits Guarantee Department announce details of their 
‘commercial’ business (under Section | of the Export Guarantees 
Act). The number of short term policies current at the end of the third 
quarter of 1961 was 5,717 compared with 5,537 at the beginning of the 
quarter, and 5,112 at the end of the corresponding quarter last year. 


The face value of short term policies at the end of the quarter was 
£835-4 million compared with £777-2 million at the beginning of the 
quarter and £699-3 million at the end of the corresponding quarter 
last year. New medium term business to the face value of £27-1 million 
was transacted during the quarter compared with £13-1 million in the 
previous quarter and £17-7 million in the corresponding quarter last 
year. 

The gross value of all short term and medium term insured business 
including external trade declared as shipped during the quarter 
amounted to £190-5 million compared with £189-2 million in the 
previous quarter and £180-2 million in the corresponding quarter last 
year. 

Statutory Return 

During the quarter ended September 30, 1961, the Department 
assumed liability: 

(a) under Section 1 of the Export Guarantees Act, 1949 (as 
amended by the Acts if 1951, 1952, 1957 and 1959) up to a 
maximum of £74,901,517 in respect of Guarantees amounting 
to £124,008,700; 

(b) under Section 2 of the Export Guarantees Act, 1949 (as 
amended by the Acts of 1951, 1952, 1957 and 1959) up toa 
maximum of £15,547,263 in respect of Guarantees amounting 
to £18,934,813. 


Rubber Stockpile Sales 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce that the sale of natural rubber 
from the British Government stockpile has been restricted by reference 
to a price-range which was agreed with the producing countries and the 
American Government in September, 1959. During the first year’s 
selling some 67,000 tons of rubber were taken from the stockpile, 
but over the past twelve months only an additional 4,500 tons have 
been sold. There are still about 26,500 tons available for disposal. 

The market price has been remarkably steady over this period, 
and it appears that the price-range accepted two years ago is out of 
touch with the current level of rubber prices. It is not yet clear, however, 
how far the original price-range should be changed, and it is therefore 
not at present intended to substitute a different series of prices on a 
long-term basis. Instead, the existing price-range limits will be sus- 
pended from October 30, 1961, and, as a temporary measure, sales 
will be made with no limit except that not more than 1,000 tons will be 
sold in any calendar month at a price of less than 27 pence a pound. 

It is expected that this temporary arrangement will remain in 
force for at least a year, but if it is shown that these limited sales are 
unduly depressing the market price, they will be suspended. 
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The Import Duties (General) (No. 7) Order, 1961 


THE TREASURY have made the Import Duties (General) (No. 7) 
Order, 1961. 


This Order: 


(a) varies the rates of import duty on certain freesias and pre- 
served strawberries by substituting for the existing ad valorem 
rates specific rates based on the average incidence of the 
ad valorem rates during recent years; 

(b) removes the import duty chargeable on dried apple pomace, 
unground, on certain natural cork stoppers and on certain 
impressed flongs and matrices; 

(c) provides for the classification specifically in the Customs 
Tariff of certain solid and semi-solid crude petroleum oils 
and of certain recordings. 

The Order came into operation on November 1, 1961, and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1961, No. 2020. 


The Import Duties (Temporary Exemptions) (No. 7) 
Order, 1961 


THE TREASURY have-made The Import Duties (Temporary Exemp- 
tions) (No. 7) Order, 1961. 

The Schedule to the Order provides for the exemption from import 
duty from November 1, 1961 to January 1, 1963, of certain chemicals 
which are at present liable to import duty. 

The Order came into operation on November 1, 1961, and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1961, No. 2021. 


The Import Duty Drawbacks (No. 10) Order, 1961 


THE TREASURY have made the Import Duty Drawbacks (No_ 10) 
Order, 1961. 

This Order reduces the rate of drawback of import duty on chewing 
gum base used in making chewing gum and chewing confectionery 
for export. 

The Order came into operation on November 1, 1961, and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1961, No. 2022. 


Import Duty on Cork Stoppers 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announced on February 8, 1961, that they 
were considering an application for the exemption from import duty 
on cork stoppers. 

The Board now announce that H.M. Government having fully 
considered this application, have approved the removal of the duty on: 


‘Natural cork stoppers not containing metal, rubber or wood; 
and natural cork discs not exceeding 1 ys inches in diameter nor 
#; inches in thickness’. 

The Import Duties (General) (No. 7) Order S.I. No. 2020 gives 
effect to this decision. Copies of the Order may be obtained from 
H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, or from any 
bookseller. 


Application for Reduction of Import Duty on 
Handbag Frames 


THE BOARD OF TRADE give notice that they are considering an 
application for a reduction in import duty on the following goods:

Imports of Fresh Apples 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce that the January to June 1962 
quota for imports of apples from the Dollar and Relaxation Areas will 
remain 68,750 tons, the same figure as for 1961. 


As an exceptional measure, however, and in consequence of the 
smaller supplies of home-grown dessert apples available this year, and 
of the fact that more apples have been imported under the July/ 
December quota than is usual at this stage of the quota period, it has 
been decided to licence for import during the remainder of the current 
quota period an advance instalment of 10 per cent. of the quota for 
January/June 1962. 

The January/June quota will be allocated in the same proportions 
as before to traders who participated in the quota for the corres- 
ponding period this year. Licences for the 10 per cent. instalment 
will be issued on application and those for the balance later. 


Northern Ireland’s New Civil Air Terminal 


THE GOVERNMENT of Northern Ireland announce that a terminal 
building and apron, estimated to cost £720,000, are to be constructed 
at the R.A.F. Station, Aldergrove, Northern Ireland, for the new civil 
air terminal. Aldergrove has been selected to replace t he present Belfast 
civil airport at Nutt’s Corner. The new airport is expected to be ready 
by 1963 when Nutt’s Corner will be closed down. 
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The British Films Industry in 1960 


Overseas earnings of British films in 1960 


In 1960 the total currency gain to the United Kingdom in respect of 
the production, sale or rental of British films was £6-3 million, of which 
£3-0 million came from the dollar area, £1-2 million from the sterling 
area, £1-°6 million from non-sterling O.E.E.C. countries and £0-5 
million from other countries. American companies in the United 
Kingdom held £3-4 million of their earnings in the United Kingdom for 
the production of, or acquisition of rights in, British films. 

The ending of the Anglo-American Film Agreement early in 1960 
has meant that the figures of earnings from the various currency areas 
given above are not entirely comparable with previous years. As might 
be expected currency appears to have been more freely transmitted in 
both directions between the United Kingdom and the United States 
after the ending of the Agreement so that to some extent increased 
dollar receipts by the United Kingdom from a balance of payments 
point of view have been offset by increased amounts of sterling trans- 
mitted from the United Kingdom to the United States. To some 
extent, other currencies (particularly from O.E.E.C. countries) remitted 
to the United Kingdom have also been reduced, and replaced by dollar 
remittances. 

However, taking together dollar earnings and sterling put up for 
production etc., the 1960 figure is some £2 million (or about one-third) 
higher than the comparable figure for 1959 and £2 million (one quarter) 
higher than the 1958 level; and the main reason for the increase is the 
benefit to the United Kingdom balance of payments from the greater 
number of British films that have been shown in the United States as 
well as an increase in the production of British films sponsored by 
American companies. 

Final cinema statistics for 1960 

including some estimation for those cinemas which closed during the 
year total admissions in 1960 were 521 million (13 per cent. lower than 
in 1959) gross takings were £65-4 million (6 per cent. lower than in 
1959), and net takings £59-5 million (3 per cent. higher than in 1959). 
The rise in net takings was due to the remission of duty in April 1960; 
duty paid by cinemas in 1960 was £2-1 million, compared with £8-0 
million m 1959, while levy payments were £3-9 million (£3? million in 


1959). After deducting payments for film hire the exhibitors’ share of 
takings was £39-3 million (£37-8 million in 1959). 


Employment in cinemas (including administratives, but excluding 
catering staff) again fell, from 60-2 thousand in December 1959 to 
53-1 thousand in December 1960. 


For 3,010 cinemas open at the end of 1960 (excluding 24 news 
theatres and 23 cinemas temporarily closed) the average capacity filled 
during the year was 24-2 per cent. compared with 25-0 per cent. in 
1959; these capacity figures are based on the number of complete 
programmes shown and not, as previously, on showing of the main 
feature films only. 


For 3,034 cinemas open at the year’s end, seating capacity was 
2-96 million; seating capacity showed a reduction of 10 per cent. 
compared with a year earlier. 


Gross film rentals charged by film distributors were £20°6 million, 
of which British films accounted for £8-5 million and dollar area films 
for £11-6 million.

Trends in cinema-going this year 

During 1961 both admissions and gross takings have continued to 
decline, even allowing for seasonal variations such as the usual upsurge 
in the holiday month of August, although at a slower rate than during 
the last four years. Total admissions in the first nine months of this 
year are estimated to have been 11 per cent. fewer than in the cor- 
responding period of 1960 while gross takings were 5 per cent. down. 
The average price per admission has continued to creep upwards and 
in the first nine months was 31-4d. compared with 30-Id. in 1960 as 
a whole. 


According to present indications the number of net closures of 
cinemas in the first half of 1961 will be around 50 less than in the first 
half of 1960, the final figure for which was some 190.

Deliveries of continuous 
filament yarn to the weaving and hosiery industries were 14 and 11 per 
cent. more respectively but deliveries for industrial purposes were 11 
per cent. less than a year earlier. Deliveries of staple fibre to the jute 
industry increased by 18 per cent, but deliveries to other using industries 
were less than a year earlier. Compared with a year earlier exports of 
staple fibre were over half as much again and exports of continuous

JHE FOURTH private exhibition of British components and instru- 
ments for radio, television, electronic and nucleonic industries 
organized by the Radio and Electronic Component Manufacturers’ 
Federation, was held in Ostermans Marmorhallar, Stockholm from 
October 9 to 13. The importance of the Swedish market to this British 
industry is reflected in the fact that no less than 13 managing directors 
and 18 directors were present out of the 38 British firms participating. 


The exhibition was opened by The British Ambassador, Sir John 
Coulson, who was introduced by Mr. A. F. Bulgin, the President of 
the R.E.C.M.F., which sent out about 15,000 invitations to the 
exhibition to service departments, research institutes, industry, 
distributors and agents in the Scandinavian countries. The show was 
well attended and impressed visitors, many of whom were pleased to 
be able to discuss technical details and problems on the spot with 
British firms’ export sales engineers and technicians, Useful inquiries 
were received by most of the exhibitors, including some which came 
from outside the Scandinavian countries, and in some cases orders 
were taken at the stands. One such instance was Hellermann Ltd., who 
were asked to quote by the L. M. Ericsson Telephone Company for 
one million plastic ferols (newly patented) which are used extensively 
for telephone hand sets. Several British export managers stayed in 
Sweden after the Show to visit potential customers with their agents. 


The concensus of opinion among the British companies represented 
was that the exhibition was very much worth-while. The actual value 
could not be measured in terms of inquiries or orders on the spot but 
rather in the seeds which had been sown and would result in orders up 
to a year or so hence. The R.E.C.M.F. plan to continue specialized 
exhibitions of this nature in Europe in future. 


This type of exhibition appears to be a good way of tackling sophisti- 
cated markets for technically well-developed industries. Some exhibitors 
thought that the display of products was by itself of relatively little 
value. But all agreed that it was of great importance to hold some such 
functioh at intervals of two or three years to focus the attention of 
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customers, established or potential, on the products, new and old, to 
acquaint newcomers to the business, especially young technicians, with 
the capacilities of the British industry and to give senior members of 
the exhibiting firms a worth-while occasion to meet the consumers 
for technical talks about their requirements. And the social amenities 
that are inevitable on such an occasion help to create an atmosphere 


of friendly frankness which is conducive to the further development of 
the trade. 


British Products at West Berlin Fair 


THE TWELFTH German Industries Exhibition, under the patronage 
of Federal German President Lubke, was opened in West Berlin by 
Professor Ludwig Erhard, Federal Vice-Chancellor, on October 14. The 
theme of the 1961 Exhibition, which closed on October 29, is Transport 
and there are interesting displays of old vehicles, including Benz and 
Opel models of 1890 and 1895 loaned by the Daimler-Benz and other 
museums, early locomotives and modern-day traffic control systems 
to give point to this theme. Apart from these special exhibits and a 
display of ships and harbours in one of the large pavilions, the Exhibi- 
tion is devoted to an impressive and often highly technical display of 
foreign and domestic products covering the whole range of industry. 
This year the Exhibition is without its arrays of radios, television set, 
and gramophones, which have already been on show to the public at 
the German Radio Exhibition in Berlin and without the usual display 
of German motor cars and heavy vehicles, which were on view instead 
at the International Motor Show at Frankfurt. However, a total 
of 855 firms (419 from West Germany, 162 from abroad, and 274 
from West Berlin) and 120 national and foreign trade associations and 
organizations are taking part in this event. The commercial possibilities 
of this Exhibition are illustrated by the fact that for the first time the 
United States official exhibition has been organized by the United 
States Department of Commerce, and 50 firms from the United States 
are participating in a combined display arranged by the department 
in one of the main Exhibition halls (No. XI). The Central Office of 
Information has again designed and organized an attractive and 
colourful display of British products in the British Pavilion in the 
Platz der Nationen. 


This year the British display illustrates the contribution being made 
by the non-ferrous metals industry to modern industrial development 
with particular emphasis on transport. It is divided into seven main 
sectors: motoring, railways, communications, shipping, aircraft, 
other industries and metals in the home. Public interest appears to be 
divided equally between the exhibits in the more technical sections, 
— the champion Vanwall racing car, which won the World Manu- 
facturers’ Trophy on the first occasion the trophy was presented, the 
Terrapin all-aluminium outboard motorboat and the large illuminated 
models of the Canberra and Oriana, the two liners which represent the 
latest advances in British shipbuilding—and the kitchen, dining room/ 
lounge and patio displays, which are furnished entirely with items 
selectei from the Design Index of the Council of Industrial Design. 


Other interesting exhibits in the Motoring Section include the 
aluminium Rolls-Royce engine, a Rootes diesel engine, the Matchless 
Sportstwin motorcycle, the Triumph Tigress motor scooter, and the 
Selwood Orbital engine, a new type of internal combustion engine 
which dispenses with the conventional crankshaft, connecting rods, 
radiator, valves and camshaft. In the marine section the Decca 
Marine Radar Scanner and the actual power unit and model of the 
new Dowty Turbo-craft are attracting much attention. The Gyron 
Junior Aero engine, a model of the new supersonic research aircraft 
Bristol T.188 and a film showing the Beagle Airedale, one of Britain’s 
light aircraft for executives, in flight are the highlights for the public 
in the aircraft area. One of the main attractions is actually on display 
outside the Pavilion. This is the 4-berth Carlight Cosmopolitan caravan 
which has so many features that a steady stream of inquiries about 
price and availability are being received. 


It is noteworthy how many visitors to our National Pavilion comment 
that they had not known before that such a wide range of goods is 
produced in the United Kingdom, and this illustrates that one of the 
main purposes of the British display - to educate the public about 
technical progress in the United Kingdom —is_ being fulfilled. A 
number of trade inquiries are also being received at the Information 
Stand, which is staffed by members of the commercial section of the 
British Consulate-General in Berlin.

CARSON PIRIE SCOTT AND COMPANY is the second largest and 
fastest-growing department store in Chicago. From September 25 to 
October 7 the store staged a ‘British Fortnight’, which provided the 
most effective and most widespread publicity and promotion for many 
types of British merchandise which Chicago, and the Middle-West, 
has ever seen. 


From the London bus to the chimes of Big Ben; from the tableaux 
of English kings and queens which were displayed in the State 
Street windows of the store — State Street 1s Chicago’s ‘Piccadilly’— to 
the four trumpeters of the Household Cavalry who performed daily, 
the whole atmosphere of Chicago’s downtown shopping centre — The 
Loop — was British. 

The Fortnight started with a fashion show attended by many of 
the most influential and some of the richest people in Chicago — which 
went a long way to convince Chicago ladies that our designers are as 
imaginative as any in the world and that we do make all types of 
ladies’ apparel and not, as has so frequently been believed in the past, 
only heavy tweeds and suits. The official opening was preceded by a 
parade of British motor cars through the centre of the City and was 
followed, in the afternoon, by a reception at which British cheese and 
sherry was served. 


Inside the store, all types of British merchandise, ranging from silver- 
ware to china, and from children’s books to handbags, was on display. 
On one floor there was a British craftsman demonstrating how hand- 
made silver is designed and produced; on another a Shetland knitter 
demonstrated the techniques of knitting Shetland sweaters. On other 
floors there were displays provided by the Board of Trade depicting 
aspects of life in and the history of the City of London; a model of 
Edinburgh Castle, an exhibit provided by the London Design Centre, 
and many other displays too numerous to mention. In the Men’s 
Grill there was a model of an English pub, and Bass and Guinness 
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A portion of the City of London exhibit which was constructed especially 
for Carsons British Fortnight by the Board of Trade. Occupying 3,000 
square feet of space, the display included 17 cases on Ancient London, 
Old London Bridge, Lloyd’s, the Tower of London, Bank of England, 
St. Paul’s, the Royal Mint (with coin collection), the Law Courts, 
Scotland Yard, newspapers, and famous personages such as Sir 
Winston Churchill. 


were served along with an English menu throughout the Fortnight. 


All this tremendous publicity for Britain, and the increased sales 
which have resulted from it, came about because of the imagination 
of the management of Carson Pirie Scott and the co-operation 
extended by the Board of Trade and many other British agencies, 
both official and unofficial. The result has been a tremendous interest 
on the part of all Chicagoans, and many others from Mid-Western 
cities hundreds of miles away, in present day Britain, in the products 
she can manufacture, and the designs which she can incorporate in 
them. 


Many far-sighted British manufacturers have benefited from this 
wonderful shop window in the Middle-West. The handbag maker who 
is prepared to come and serve behind a department store counter to 
discover exactly what features of design attract the American buyer, 
and to incorporate them in his own product. The clothing manu- 
facturers who have designed lightweight clothing for the Chicago 
summer and for indoor wear for the Chicago winter. 


More manufacturers should follow the example of the handbag and 
clothing manufacturers, come to Chicago and to the Middle-West 
and study and exploit the tremendous market which lies open to them, 
a market which now has the stimulus of the highly successful Britist, 
Fortnight behind it. 
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Jewellery Through 70 Years 


TWENTY-NINE COUNTRIES are represented at the International 
Exhibition of Modern Jewellery which opened at the Goldsmith's 
Hall, Foster Lane, London, E.C.2, on October 26 until December 2 
next. The theme of the exhibition is the evolution of modern western 
jewellery design; its aim is to stimulate public interest in jewellery as a 
live art form. 


The exhibition, which is organized by the Worshipful Company of 
Goldsmiths in association with the Victoria and Albert Museum, is in 
three parts: 1890-1914, 1919-1939 and 1945 to the present day. More 
than half the 1,000 exhibits are representative of the post-1945 years. 
Loans for the exhibition have been arranged from firms and from 
individual producers; from private individuals, a number of whom, 
including royalty and distinguished patrons and collectors, wish to 
remain anonymous; and from public collections including the Victoria 
and Albert Museum in London, the Metropolitan in New York, and 
museums of decorative art in Paris, Copenhagen, Oslo, Stockholm, 
Trondheim, Vienna, Hamburg and Stuttgart, the Citroen Collection 
in Amsterdam and the Calouste Gulbenkian Foundation in Lisbon. 


In conjunction with the exhibition, De Beers Consolidated Mines 
Limited have agreed to provide £10,000 for an open national com- 
petition whose specific object is to encourage British advanced 
jewellery design.

CANADA 
‘Made in Canada’ Ruling 


THE FOLLOWING ruling has been made recently for Customs 
purposes - 
Of ‘a class or kind made in Canada’: 

Vertical band saws with capacities up to and including 15 inches, 
blade to frame, sometimes referred to as blade to column, 
designed for cutting metals, and which may be utilized for 
cutting wood, plastics and like materials. 

(Ruling effective November 8, 1961.) 
Convertible tops for boats. 
(Ruling effective November 14, 196.) 
The above information is contained in Canadian Department of 
National Revenue Memorandum, Series D51-16-1 dated October 18, 
and D51-28-1, dated October 24, 1961. 


UNITED STATES 


Marking of Gold and Silver Articles 


PUBLIC LAW 87-354, approved on October 4, 1961, amends the 
National Stamping Act of 1906 in regard to the marking of gold and 
silver manufactures. The new law provides that if any article which is 
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intended for sale or customarily sold to consumers as a complete 
product bears any quality mark or stamp indicating that it is made 
wholly or partly of gold or silver or an alloy of either, then the article 
must bear a trademark registered in the United States or the name of 
the responsible person or firm. In the case of imported goods the trade- 
mark or name must be that of the United States importer or distributor, 
The trademark or name must be applied by the same means as the 
quality mark, in type or lettering at least as large, and as close to it 
as possible. The new law also deals with articles composed of two or 
more parts which are complete in themselves but not identical in 
quality. It provides that if one such part bears a quality mark, the 
other parts must also bear a mark of like pattern and size disclosing 
their quality. The law comes into effect on January 1, 1962, and its 
requirements apply to articles imported after six months after the 
effective date.

Quotas for Tropical Woods 


AN EARLIER notice including Netherlands Import Duty Tariff Quotas 
for tropical woods, under Benelux Tariff Chapter 44, was published in 
the Board of Trade Journal on April 14, 1961 (page 906).
